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FOREWORD 


he  American  Foundation  for 
the  Blind  (AFB)  first  pub¬ 
lished  a  directory  of  services  in 
1926.  Since  that  time  our  Directory 
of  Services  for  Blind  and  Visually 
Impaired  Persons  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  has  become  the  most 
important  reference  and  referral 
resource  in  the  field  of  blindness 
and  visual  impairment.  Although 
the  contents  and  format  of  the 
Directory  have  changed  over  the 
years  to  reflect  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  services  available  to 
blind  and  visually  impaired  per¬ 
sons  at  the  time  of  publication,  the 
purpose  of  the  Directory  has 
always  been  the  same:  to  provide 
useful,  comprehensive  informa¬ 
tion  that  facilitates  the  delivery  of 
services  to  persons  who  are  blind 
or  visually  impaired. 

This  25th  edition  of  the 
Directory  has  the  same  purpose  as 
previous  editions  and,  in  that 
sense,  is  no  different  from  its  pre¬ 
decessors.  However,  it  differs  dra¬ 
matically  from  previous  editions 
in  that  it  is  the  first  edition  to 
appear  in  both  print  and  electronic 
forms.  Accompanying  this  printed 
book  is  a  CD-ROM  containing  the 
same  information,  designed  to  be 
accessible  with  adaptive  equip¬ 
ment,  thus  making  the  contents  of 
the  Directory  available  simultane¬ 
ously  to  users  who  can  read  print 


and  to  users  who  cannot.  In  pro¬ 
viding  access  to  information  to 
sighted  and  visually  impaired 
readers  alike,  this  Directory  stands 
as  a  mark  of  AFB's  continuing 
efforts  to  improve  information  and 
service  delivery  to  blind  and  visu¬ 
ally  impaired  persons  and  those 
who  live  and  work  with  them. 

Readers  will  find  that  the 
Directory  continues  to  be  orga¬ 
nized  for  ease  of  use  and  still  con¬ 
tains  a  remarkably  wide  range  of 
services  divided  into  clear  cate¬ 
gories  that  can  be  readily  under¬ 
stood.  Subject  and  organization 
indexes  are  also  included  as  quick 
reference  tools  that  help  users  find 
what  they  are  looking  for  rapidly. 

A  reference  work  as  compre¬ 
hensive  as  this  Directory  requires 
the  participation  of  many  individ¬ 
uals  and  AFB  staff  in  several 
departments.  There  are  many  to 
acknowledge  and  thank.  AFB 
Press,  the  publishing  arm  of  AFB, 
plays  the  central  role  in  organizing 
and  producing  the  Directory  of 
Services.  Barry  Katzen,  director, 
Natalie  Hilzen,  editor  in  chief, 
Stephanie  Biagioli,  marketing 
assistant,  and  Carol  Wallace,  exec¬

HOW  TO  USE  THIS  DIRECTORY 
AND  FIND  SERVICES 


he  American  Foundation  for 
the  Blind  (AFB)'s  Directory  of 
Services  for  Blind  and  Visually 
Impaired  Persons  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  is  a  broad-based  com¬ 
pilation  of  schools,  agencies,  orga¬ 
nizations,  and  programs  in  the 
governmental  and  private,  non¬ 
profit  sectors  that  provide  a  wide 
variety  of  direct  and  indirect  ser¬ 
vices,  information,  and  other  assis¬ 
tance  to  blind  and  visually 
impaired  children  and  adults, 
their  families,  and  professionals 
who  work  with  them.  Organized 
information  on  producers  and  dis¬ 
tributors  of  alternate  media, 
adapted  devices,  and  other  prod¬ 
ucts  useful  to  individuals  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired  are  also 
included.  A  listing  in  the  Directory, 
which  is  based  on  information 
supplied  by  the  listee,  does  not 
imply  endorsement  or  evaluation 
by  AFB. 

Evaluative  information  about 
an  organization  may  sometimes  be 
obtained  by  consulting  local  and 
state  medical  societies;  health  and 
welfare  councils;  Better  Business 
Bureaus;  the  National  Charities 
Information  Bureau;  university, 
school,  medical,  and  rehabilitation 
accrediting  bodies;  or  the  National 
Accreditation  Council  for 
Agencies  Serving  the  Blind  and 
Visually  Handicapped  (NAC).  A 


list  of  agencies  and  schools  accred¬ 
ited  by  NAC  at  the  time  the 
Directory  went  to  press  appears  at 
the  end  of  this  section. 

Sections 
of  the  Directory 

The  Directory  has  separate  sections 
for  U.S.  and  Canadian  services. 
Agencies  and  organizations  have 
been  listed  according  to  whether 
they  provide  services  to  a  local 
area,  state,  or  province  or  on  a 
national  basis.  The  Directory  has 
the  following  main  sections: 

1.  "A  Brief  Overview  of  Major 
Federal  Programs,"  a  concise 
description  of  U.S.  and 
Canadian  legislative  initiatives. 

2.  A  comprehensive  subject  index 
that  divides  all  entries  into  sub¬ 
ject  categories  and  lists  them 
alphabetically  within  cate¬ 
gories.  One  section  of  this  index 
lists  entries  for  the  United 
States;  another  section  lists 
entries  for  Canada. 

3.  Geographical  listings  arranged 
state  by  state  (including  U.S. 
territories)  for  the  United  States 
in  one  section,  and  province  by 
province  (including  territories) 
for  Canada  in  a  separate  sec¬ 
tion.  Agencies  in  these  listings 
generally  provide  services  with¬ 
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in  their  local  area  or  state.  In 
addition,  state  and  provincial 
listings  in  this  Directory  contain 
cross-references  to  federal  agen¬ 
cies  and  national  organizations 
and  the  addresses  and  tele¬ 
phone  numbers  of  local,  state, 
and  regional  offices  of  national 
organizations. 

4.  Federal  agency  listings  and  list¬ 
ings  of  agencies  and  organiza¬ 
tions  that  provide  services  and 
information  nationally.  Federal 
agencies,  national  organiza¬ 
tions,  and  national  consumer 
and  professional  membership 
organizations  appear  in  one 
section  for  the  United  States 
and  in  a  separate  section  for 
Canada. 

5.  Suppliers  of  braille,  tape,  large- 
print,  and  disk  formats  and 
manufacturers  and  distributors 
of  adapted  products  and 
devices  for  people  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired  that 
provide  services  on  a  national 
basis.  Listings  for  these  organi¬ 
zations  and  companies  appear 
in  one  section  for  the  United 
States  and  in  a  separate  section 
for  Canada. 

6.  An  alphabetical  organization 
index  containing  all  entries  and 
separating  them  by  alphabetical 
letter.  One  section  of  this  index

lists  entries  for  the  United 
States;  another  section  lists 
entries  for  Canada. 

This  Directory  has  been 
designed  to  help  readers  find 
information  quickly  and  easily.  It 
therefore  contains  two  separate 
indexes  and  a  number  of  sections 
separated  into  easy-to-locate  cate¬ 
gories.  There  are  essentially  three 
ways  to  locate  an  organization  or 
service: 

1.  By  alphabetical  order.  Consult  the 
Organization  Index  at  the  back 
of  the  book.  This  index  contains 
all  entries  listed  alphabetically. 

2.  By  service  category.  Consult  the 
Subject  Index  at  the  front  of  the 
book.  This  index  contains  all 
entries  divided  into  categories 
of  services. 

3.  By  geographical  location.  Consult 
the  State  or  Provincial  Listings 
for  local,  state,  and  regional  ser¬ 
vices,  or  the  sections  listing 
national  organizations  for  ser¬ 
vices  delivered  on  a  national 
basis.  (However,  when  trying  to 
locate  services,  keep  in  mind 
that  some  local  agencies  and 
organizations — for  example, 
producers  of  braille  and  other 
media — may  provide  services 
beyond  their  local  area.) 

State  and  Provincial  Listings 

State  and  Provincial  Listings  are 
divided  as  follows  (unless  other¬ 
wise  noted,  all  listings  are  in 
alphabetical  order): 

Educational  Services :  state  or 
provincial  services;  programs 
for  early  intervention  coordina¬ 
tion;  schools;  infant  and 
preschool  programs;  statewide 
outreach  services;  instructional 
materials  centers;  and  universi¬ 
ty  training  programs. 


Information  Services :  libraries;  talk¬ 
ing  book  machine  distributors; 
media  production  services; 
radio  reading;  phone-in  news¬ 
papers;  and  sources  of  informa¬ 
tion  and  referrals.  Cross-refer¬ 
ences  to  national  listings  (that 
is,  to  agencies,  organizations,  or 
companies  that  are  geographi¬ 
cally  located  in  a  given  state  or 
province  but  that  provide 
national  services)  appear  at  the 
end  of  Information  Services. 
Many  local,  state,  and  regional 
offices  of  national  organizations 
appear  alphabetically  in  State 
or  Provincial  Listings  under  the 
category  of  Information  and 
Referral. 

Rehabilitation  Services:  state  or 
provincial  services  (including 
cities,  addresses,  and  telephone 
numbers  of  the  local  offices  of 
state  or  provincial  agencies); 
local  private  rehabilitation 
agencies;  computer  training 
centers;  and  dog  guide  schools. 

Low  Vision  Services:  state  or  provin¬ 
cial  ophthalmological  and  opto- 
metric  societies  (appearing  in 
that  order);  low  vision  clinics 
and  centers. 

Aging  Services:  For  the  United 
States,  state  units  on  aging; 
independent  living  programs 
funded  by  Title  VII,  Part  C  of 
the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973.

As  this  book 
went  to  press,  U.S.  federal  legisla¬ 
tion  was  being  reauthorized  in 
Congress,  and  funding  and  service 
patterns  in  many  sectors  were 
undergoing  change.  In  addition, 
many  areas  in  the  United  States, 
such  as  California,  were  undergo¬ 
ing  and  will  continue  to  experi¬ 
ence  extensive  area  code  changes. 
Some  of  the  information  listed  in 
this  book  will  change  as  a  result. 
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Readers  should  also  keep  in  mind 
that  many  organizations  such  as 
state  ophthalmological  societies 
and  membership  organizations 
change  their  addresses  and  phone 
numbers  annually,  as  their  presi¬ 
dents  or  heads  change.  In  such 
cases,  attempts  to  find  the  service 
can  be  made  through  following 
forwarding  at  the  previous  listing; 
contacting  the  national  organiza¬ 
tion,  if  any,  affiliated  with  the  local 
branch;  or  checking  with  local 
directory  assistance. 

Because  of  the  constantly  shift¬ 
ing  nature  of  the  data  gathered  for 
this  Directory,  AFB  welcomes  sug¬ 
gestions  for  corrections,  deletions, 
and  new  listings.

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A  BRIEF  OVERVIEW  OF  MAJOR 
FEDERAL  PROGRAMS 


Both  the  United  States  and 
Canada  have  undertaken 
important  federal  initiatives  in 
regard  to  persons  who  are  blind  or 
visually  impaired  or  who  have 
other  disabilities.  On  July  26,  1990, 
President  George  Bush  signed  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
(ADA),  a  landmark  piece  of  legis¬ 
lation,  into  law  in  the  United 
States.  On  September  6, 1991, 
Prime  Minister  Brian  Mulroney 
announced  the  National  Strategy 
for  the  Integration  of  Persons  with 
Disabilities,  a  major  five-year 
effort  involving  all  levels  of  gov¬ 
ernment  and  business,  labor,  com¬ 
munity,  and  other  groups  in  bring¬ 
ing  persons  with  disabilities  into 
the  mainstream  of  society. 

Key  U.S.  Legislation 

The  basic  principles  of  disability 
policy  in  the  United  States  are 
contained  in  the  ADA  (P.L.  101- 
336),  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of 
1973,  as  amended,  and  the 
Individuals  with  Disabilities 
Education  Act  (IDEA)  (P.L.  94-142, 
as  amended).  Policies  and  pro¬ 
grams  authorized  by  these  laws 
do  not  provide  a  seamless  transi¬ 
tion  through  education,  employ¬ 
ment,  health  care,  and  civil  rights 
for  people  with  disabilities. 
However,  each  one  of  these  laws 


does  provide  important  basic 
rights  in  each  of  those  areas,  and, 
when  viewed  in  combination  with 
the  Social  Security  Act's  disability 
insurance  program,  the 
Supplemental  Security  Income 
program,  and  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  programs,  the  laws  pro¬ 
vide  the  basis  for  integration  of 
people  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired  into  the  mainstream  of 
this  country's  social,  political,  and 
economic  life. 

The  ADA  is  the  most  far-reach¬ 
ing  civil  rights  legislation  ever 
enacted  in  the  history  of  disability 
policy  in  the  United  States.  Prior 
to  its  enactment,  federal  nondis¬ 
crimination  policy  regarding  per¬ 
sons  with  disabilities  related  only 
to  programs  receiving  federal 
funds  or  employment  by  federal 
agencies.  The  ADA  extends  those 
policies  to  almost  every  segment 
of  society.  Discrimination  against 
people  with  disabilities  is  prohibit¬ 
ed  in  employment  (Title  I),  state 
and  local  government  services 
(Title  II),  transportation  (Title  II), 
public  accommodations  (Title  III), 
and  telecommunications  services 
(Title  IV).  The  ADA  Accessibility 
Guidelines  (ADAAG)  were  writ¬ 
ten  by  the  Architectural  and 
Transportation  Barrier's 
Compliance  Board  (Access  Board). 

The  ADA  was  intended  to  pro¬ 
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vide  a  clear  national  mandate  for 
the  elimination  of  discrimination 
against  people  with  disabilities 
and  to  address  the  major  areas  of 
discrimination  faced  day  to  day  by 
disabled  individuals.  What  does  it 
mean  to  people  who  are  blind  or 
visually  impaired?  It  can  mean 
that  they  have  the  same  fair 
chance  for  consideration  for 
employment  that  anyone  else  has, 
provided  that  they  can  perform 
the  essential  functions  of  the  job, 
with  or  without  a  reasonable 
accommodation,  and  the  employer 
is  among  those  covered  by  the  act. 
It  also  means  that  they  should 
have  the  same  fair  chance  to  be 
considered  for  promotion  and 
training  by  the  employer  once 
they  are  employed.  It  means  that 
state  and  local  government  agen¬ 
cies  cannot  exclude  them  from 
participating  in  government  ser¬ 
vices,  programs,  or  other  activi¬ 
ties.  And  it  means  that  the  opera¬ 
tor  of  a  public  transit  system  has 
the  obligation  to  provide  sched¬ 
ules  and  information  in  an  accessi¬ 
ble  format  for  them.  In  a  place  of 
public  accommodation  like  a 
motel,  restaurant,  movie  theater, 
or  doctor's  office,  policies  must 
provide  for  a  means  of  effective 
communication  with  the  customer 
or  recipient  of  services  who  is  dis¬ 
abled. 
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The  ADA  provides  a  much 
more  comprehensive  list  of  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  areas  covered 
than  those  mentioned  in  this  brief 
overview,  and  this  Directory  lists 
the  governmental  units  that  can 
provide  additional  information 
and  are  responsible  for  regulating 
and  enforcing  the  ADA  (see  U.S. 
Federal  Agencies  listings  and  the 
table  accompanying  this  discus¬ 
sion). 

The  authority  for  training  and 
finding  employment  for  people 
with  mental,  physical,  and  sensory 
disabilities  is  provided  by  the 
Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973. 

Training  and  employment  services 
are  provided  through  a  federal- 
state  partnership.  Services  for  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired  are  provided  in  many 
states  through  a  separate  state 
vocational  rehabilitation  agency 
for  blind  persons.  In  addition,  the 
act,  as  amended  in  1992,  provides 
for  independent  living  services  for 
older  blind  persons,  electronic 
equipment  accessibility,  employ¬ 
ment  with  the  federal  government, 
and  operation  and  funding  of  the 
Helen  Keller  National  Center  for 
Deaf-Blind  Youths  and  Adults. 

IDEA,  a  central  piece  of  legisla¬ 
tion  relating  to  the  education  of 
persons  with  disabilities,  was 
intended  to  ensure  that  all  chil¬ 
dren  with  disabilities  have  avail¬ 
able  to  them  a  free  appropriate 
public  education.  The  major  com¬ 
ponents  of  IDEA  are  basic  state 
formula  grants  to  cover  excess 
costs  of  special  education  and 
related  services  to  children  with 
disabilities;  preschool  state  grants 
that  are  separate  allotments  to 
states  to  encourage  services  to 
preschool  children  with  disabili¬ 
ties;  and  early  intervention  state 
grants  to  provide  services  for 
infants  and  toddlers  and  their 
families.  IDEA  provides  for 


discretionary  grant  programs  like 
services  to  deaf-blind  children  and 
youths,  technology  development, 
personnel  preparation,  and 
descriptive  video  and  captioning. 

It  also  provides  authority  for 
funding  programs  of  financial 
assistance  to  state  agencies  for 
programs  to  meet  the  special  edu¬ 
cation  needs  of  children  with  dis¬ 
abilities  in  state-operated  or  state- 
supported  schools  in  this  country. 

Other  Legislation 

A  wide  variety  of  additional  legis¬ 
lation  provides  for  significant 
rights  and  programs  fof  persons 
who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired. 

The  Fair  Housing  Act  of  1988 
prohibits  discrimination  in  the  sale 
or  rental  of  private  dwellings.  The 
act  does  not  cover  discrimination 
in  public  housing.  Title  II  of  the 
ADA  covers  dwellings  owned  by 
state  or  local  governments.  The 
disability  provisions  of  the  Fair 
Housing  Act  do  not  supersede 
state  laws  or  local  ordinances  that 
afford  individuals  with  disabilities 
greater  protection  against  housing 
discrimination.  In  addition  to  the 
Fair  Housing  Act,  the  Social 
Security  Act  contains  provisions  of 
great  import  to  individuals  with 
disabilities.  As  amended,  the  Act 
authorizes  the  Supplemental 
Security  Income  and  the  Social 
Security  Disability  Insurance  pro¬ 
grams. 

Access  to  telecommunications 
equipment  and  services,  an  issue 
of  increasing  consequence  in 
today's  information  age,  is  dealt 
with  in  the  Telecommunications 
Act  of  1996,  which  amends  the 
Communications  Act  of  1934.  The 
act  provides  that  manufacturers  of 
telecommunications  equipment  or 
customer  premises  equipment  and 
telecommunications  service 


providers  ensure  that  the  equip¬ 
ment  is  accessible  to  and  usable  by 
people  with  disabilities,  if  readily 
achievable. 

Library  services,  vital  resources 
related  to  literacy,  are  covered  by 
the  Pratt-Smoot  Act,  which  pro¬ 
vides  for  books  for  children  and 
adults  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired.  Services  are  provided 
through  the  National  Library 
Service  for  the  Blind  and 
Physically  Handicapped.  PL.  89- 
522  extended  the  availability  of 
these  services  to  individuals  with 
disabilities  who,  because  of  their 
disability,  are  unable  to  handle 
standard  printed  material. 

In  the  area  of  copyright,  PL. 
104-97  allows  authorized  entities 
to  reproduce  or  distribute  copies 
or  phono  records  of  previously 
published  nondramatic  or  literary 
works  in  specialized  formats 
exclusively  for  use  by  blind  or 
other  persons  with  disabilities. 
Mailing  privileges  are  another 
important  right  that  has  been 
extended,  specifically  through  the 
Postal  Reorganization  Act  of  1970, 
which  provides  for  free  mailing 
matter  for  blind  and  other  dis¬ 
abled  persons. 

Transportation,  a  vital  activity 
that  is  part  of  daily  life,  is  covered 
in  part  by  the  Air  Carrier  Access 
Act  (P.L.  99-435),  which  prohibits 
discrimination  against  any  other¬ 
wise  qualified  disabled  individual 
in  the  provision  of  air  transporta¬ 
tion.  In  addition,  the  Federal 
Transit  Act  establishes  a  formula 
assistance  program  that  makes 
federal  resources  available  to 
urban  and  rural  areas.  Urban  area 
assistance  may  be  for  mass  transit 
planning,  capital,  and  operating 
assistance.  The  federal  share  may 
also  be  used  for  projects  devoted 
to  enhancing  the  accessibility  and 
mobility  of  elderly  individuals 
and  people  with  disabilities. 
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The  Vending  Facility  Program 
for  Persons  Who  Are  Blind  was 
instituted  by  the  Randolph- 
Sheppard  Act  (P.L.  74-732,  as 
amended).  This  act  provides  per¬ 
sons  who  are  blind  with  remuner¬ 
ative  employment  and  self-sup¬ 
port  through  the  operation  of 
vending  facilities  on  federal  and 
other  property.  Amendments  to 
the  act  assured  persons  who  are 
blind  a  "priority"  in  the  operation 
of  vending  facilities. 

Canadian  Programs 

The  National  Strategy  for  the 
Integration  of  Persons  with 
Disabilities  was  announced  in 
1991.  The  goals  of  this  five-year 
national  initiative  were  equal 
access,  economic  integration,  and 
effective  participation  intended  to 
bring  persons  with  disabilities  into 
the  social  and  economic  main¬ 
stream  of  Canadian  life.  The  strat¬ 
egy  involved  ten  federal  depart¬ 
ments  and  agencies  working 
together  on  a  wide  range  of  activi¬ 
ties  with  disabled  persons,  other 
levels  of  government,  and  the  pri¬ 
vate  and  nongovernmental  sectors 
to  resolve  such  issues  as  access  to 
employment,  training,  housing, 
communications,  transportation, 
public  sensitivity,  and  community 
integration. 

Other  important  initiatives  in 
Canada  were  the  enactment  of  the 
Canadian  Human  Rights  Act, 
which  prohibits  discrimination, 
the  inclusion  of  persons  with  a 
physical  or  mental  disability  in  the 
wording  of  the  Canadian  Charter 
of  Rights  and  Freedoms  in  1982  to 
afford  such  persons  the  equal  pro¬ 
tection  and  benefit  of  the  law,  and 
the  passage  into  law  in  1992  of  the 
Omnibus  Bill  to  guarantee  a  large 
number  of  specific  rights.  Key  leg¬ 
islation  also  includes  the 
Employment  Equity  Act,  passed  in 


1986,  the  Canada  Assistance  Plan 
of  1966,  the  Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal  Arrangements  and 
Established  Programs  Financing 
Act  of  1977,  and  the  National 
Training  Act  of  1982.
